Suppose the 
gentlemiu from Connecticut (Eaton) had 
lived In the days of Noah and had found him- 
self perched upon Itfonnt Ararat, looking 
dona on the submerged plaint, and had been 
appealed to for holp by people flying from 
Nineveh or drowning In the waters ho would 
have referred that crowd to the city council 
of Nineveh and told It to make an appropri- 
ation to stop tho rain. [Laughter.] That 
would have been tho state rights doctrine 
then; it-w»s the state rights .doctrine now.

A Special Meeting for tha Bevision of 


Ordinance:, 


Council convened In adjourned cession last 
Ight with Mayor pro tern Ralstin in the 
hair and Aldermen Uemsnway, Jones, 
,rowu, Anderson and Bent present. The 
eading of tho journal of the last meeting WAS 
fspensed with and tbe meeting proceeded to 
•evlse the ordinances for printing. 


Tbe rules governing the meetings of the 


council were nrst changed. 


Some trifling changes were made in some 
f the ordinances, tbe first Important change 
wing in the license ordinance. 


A revision was made In the auctioneers 
i'cense from $75 to S'J5 for resident auction- 
eers. The object of-the amendment Is to 
protect the local merchants and to bar out 
be "Cheap Johns" and transient auctioneers. 
Next In order came tbe question of llcens- 


ng billiard, card and pool tables. Alder"'*" 
ones said that he wuuld not urge an Increase 
n the license, but thought that It woohl be 
advlwble to Impose a bond of $1,000 for the 
irevention of gambling on tbe tables licensed. 


Aldei,t»n Brown thought It not policy to 


mpooo a bond of this kind, as in many in- 
itancca tbe proprietor of a billiard room 
could not always tell whether gambling was 


uled on on the *»>les or not. 
It was concluded to lay over the pasarge ot 


this ordinance-until some future meeting. 


It was decided that a peddler's license 


should be Issued, at the rate of SSO per year, 
or for one month or a fractional part ot a 
month at such a ~ rate, as the mayor shall de- 
termine upon. 


For circuses, places of amusement, skating 


rinks, etc., tbe annual license was placed at 
not more than S100, or le** the'i $1, the mat- 
ter to be left to the discretion of the mayor. 


On motion of Aldenuan Bent the HceiiM_ 


on hotels, eating and boarding houses Was 
stricken out ot the license ordin«nca en- 
tirely. 


Under the old ordinance there was a license 


now Imposed on brokers of, $40 which n«S on 
motion reduced to 520 per annum. 


Aldeiman Jones proposed the Edition of t 


clause to tbe liquor ordin»nce prohibiting the 
giving away of any liquor on »ny highway or 
In any public place In tbe cltyot Colorado 
Springs. The change thus recommended waa 
quite favorably considered and It was sug 
tested by Aldeiuian Bent tn«t an amendment 
to this effect be drawu up and submitted at 
the next meeting ot the council. 


When it came to. the fire limit and building 


ordinance, Mr. Jones suggested that tbe or- 
dinance be so framed~thiit no veneered 
brick building ot more than one story in 
height be erected within the fire limits of tbe 
city of Colorado Springs, as they are as a rule 
considered very dangerous. 


Mr. Bent suggested also tbe appointment ot 


a city building Inspector. 


On motion the revision of this ordinance 


was made a special order of business at 
the next meeting. 


The question ot setting tie posts within a 


oert«'n rilitxnce of the sidewalk and requir- 
ing that platforms or carriage blocks should 
not extend into the street was discussed by 
the council but no definite action was taken 
as"to «n amendment to tb^ ordinance. 


In connection with the fire ordinance Mr. 


Joues thought that the duties of the fire war- 
den should be delined in tbe ordinance, but 
the matter Sis passe"by5ver fof~luture~aaion. 


Nuisances were next discussed. The ques- 


tion arose as to whether stables should 
be allowed to keep manure on their 
premises longer th»n two days at a time. A 
change In the ordinance compelling the re- 
moval of manure every two days was looked 
upon favorably and »n •menflment to the . 
ordinance to this effect will be drawn up. It 
nas al«o thought best to prohibit the- curing 
ot green hides within the city limits. 


A change wag proposed In the sidewalk 


ordinance. It wasdeemed advisable under an 
amendment Introduced to require property 
owners to place stone or cement sidewalks 
on Telon between Kio'wa «nd Cucharas, and- 
on Pike's Peak avenue between Cascade and 
Nevada avenues, In case they h«rt to be re- 
built. 


The grading of earth siJewalks so as to 


turn the water was considered ft favorable 
amendment to the ordinance, the whole M be 
left to the direction of tho street commission- 
er. Further action on tbe ordinance can be 
lookcd-for. 


On motion tho council adjourned until Fri- 


day night at 7.30 o'clock, when the revision 
of the ordinances will again bo taken up.

so dear, that Ii ought to be preached In sea 
son and out ot Berjon, Without taking Into 
consideration the fact that there may be cer 
tain elrcumat»noes that are favorable, or cer 
t«U« clrcumt*™cM ">at are unfavorably to t' 
proclamation of Its glorious truths. 
This 


tarn* truth we find In the verses/Immediately 
preceding our text. Paul's cbwCdeelre was 
to see all Anla brought to ChrfsVand that In 
that broad continent there wolW not be a 
sl»«1« son! to whom tht gospel would DO 
have bun preached, we all commend bis 
detlr* In this respect, and we say that could 
h* have accomplished this, It would have 
Man a ar-t>d monument to bis memory.

Why doc* the spirit thu s 
forbid htm to preach there? why does it call 
Paul from bis chosen Held ot labor, and send 
him upon an entirely new and untboughtof 
tnlsslouf It Is not for me to say what Were 
the designs of the spirit In Ibis matter, but In 
th* light of event* which followed after the 
vision, which Paul saw, we can see that It 
wat for a grand and glorious purpose, that 
Paul was .thus forbidden by the spirit to 
preach In Asia.
